CHAPTER L 


Brief ffistoiy of 2 oiik. 

The Tank Sta^e ip situated partly in Bajputatta and partly in ’Central India 
and consists of six Parganas that are separated from each other fcy distances 
varying from 20 to 250 miles. The Raj put ana Parganas are Tonk, Aligarh 
and Nimb'vhera, and tb03e in Cential India are Chhabra, Sironj and Pirawa. 
The State has an atea of 2,579 square, miles and. a population of 2*87,898. 


The fotfhder of the Stite was Nawab Amir Khan, n 
Path an or Afgan 'tif tho Buner uibe known as Salarzai. Early in 
the 17th century, bne Taleh Khan left hie home in the Buner 
country and took Service in Roliilkliand with Ali Mohammad Khnn 
a Rohilla of distinction. His son, Hayat Khai, acquired some land 
in the Moradahad dirtnefc and was tho father of Amir Khan. The latter 
was born in 1758, and when 20 year of age, left hi$ home to carve out, 
a career for himself He firat offered his services to De Boigue who was 
recruiting for SindhUds Army, bat De Boigue considered that he was too 
young and inexperienced, a ad declined to eotir.t him. Per the next ten 
years he served as a m Breenary leader whenever he could find lucrative 
emp'oyment, and in 1798, he was advanced to the command of a large army 
in the Bervice of JaswautjUao Holkar. He fought with distinction in the 
campaign against Sindhia and the British, and he took no small part in 
levying the indemnities imposed on Rajpntana and Malwa. Holkar appre- 
ciated his fighting qualities and in order to have his services permanently 
at his command, he agreed to share all conquered territory with him. Sironj 
was accordingly made over to Amir Khan by Holkar in 1798, and Tonk 
and Pirawa fell to his share ia ISOS, Nimbahera was added to his territory 
in 1809, and Chhabra ia 1S1G. Or the eatraaco of the British intD Malwa 
Amir Khan made overtures to them, bat thi conditio us he prop is id were 
considered to be extravagant and were rejected. The British, however, offered 
to guarantee him all thi leads he had been granted by Holkar on condition 
that he abandoned the predatory system he had adopt :d, disbanded his army 
and surrendered his artillery, with the exception of 40 guns, to the British 
at a valuation. Atnir Kuan agreed to these proposals, and they were embo- 
died in a treaty in 1817, To tho territories thus guaranteed, i. e. the five 
Parganas already mentioned, the fort and Pargana of Rampura, now known 
as Aligarh, were added by the British G-oyeramsnfc and a sum of three 
.Lakhs was also given to him to enable him to finance his State. He adminis- 
tered the State till his death in 1834, whenhe was succeeded by his son 
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Wazir Mohammad Elian tills latter did much to consolidate the State, and 
during the mutiny he distinguished himself by holding the Tonic Fort "with 
a small garrison against the .combined forces of the Kawab of Banda and 
Tantia lopi. In acknowledgement of his services, his salute was raised 
from 15 to 17 guns, and he received a sanod guaranteeing the succession of 
his family according to Mohammadan Law, in the event of failure of natural 
heirs. He died in 186-1, and was succeeded by his son Mohammad Ali Khan, 
who proved such an unsatisfactory ruler that he was deposed hy the British 
Government in 1567, and was exiled to Benares, where he died in 3 895. 
His sou Hafiz Mohammad Ibrahim AH Khan succeeded him in 18G7, and 
is still ruler of the State. During His Highness 7 reign many reforms have 
•been introduced and the Government of India have shown their appreciation 
af His Highness’ merit by making him a Grand Companion of the Star of 
India and of the Iudia .Empire, 3-lis Highness’ full title is Amiu-ud -Doula 
"Wazir-ul-Mulk Hawab Sir Hafiz Mohammad Ibrahim. Ali Khan Bhadur 
Sowlat-Junj G. C. S. I., G-. C. 1. E. Ilia Highness administers the State 
with the help of a Slate Council. The pi-esent Members of Councial are Captain 
W. F. Webb I. A., Vice President and Kevenvc Member, Captatu H. D 0.

Original Criminal Court. 

lUo criminal cases were instituted in the State Courts during the year 
against 2.119 for the past year. The number of persons arrested including 
those under trial at the end of last year was 4,35S against 4,224 arrested 
last year. There was au increase of 134 as compared with past year. The 
magistrates worked satisfactorily. 

’Civil Courts, 

The total number of civil cases for disposal during the year Was 2,585 
against 2,3S7 instituted last year. 2,307 cases were disposed of against 1,917, 
decided last year, an increase of 390 ns compared with the cases decided the 
previous year. 278 cases were pending at the close of the year under report.. 
The value of the Buits filed was Kb. 1,79,472/10/3. The Civil Judge worked 
satisfactorily, 

'Appellate Court ( Criminal Side.) 

308 Criminal Appeals were filed during the year against 251 last year. 
Of the cases For disposal 228 were disposed of with the following rcsults:- 

Judgements of the Tower Courts were confirmed in 105 modified in 57 
reversed in 31, referred to the State Council in 25 cases and 10 were sent 
back to the Lower Court for further enquiry, leaving 80 appeals pending at, 
the close of the year. The work of the appellate court was satisfactory. 

Appellate Court (Civil Appellate Side r.) 

The number of Civil appeals for disposal was 424 against 327 filed last 
year, of which decrees of the Lower Courts were confirmed in 52, reversed 
in 21, modified in 6 cases End 19 eases were disposed of in various ways, leav- 
ing 3 17 pending at the end of the year.

Registration', 


486 documents wore registered during the year under report, as com- 
pared with 411 during tho last year. Registration fees amounted to Es 
1,557/- of which Es 1,035/7/- wore credited to the State Treasury as income. 

Postal Arrangements. 

Tho Imperial Kails continued to bo carried between Tonk and Ncwai 
in tho State motor lorry, the State supplying an escort for the mails con- 
veyed within the Stale limits. These arrangomonts were satisiactory. 

Medical Department. 

Dr." T. S. Dceoi M. B. B. S. continued to supervise the State Medical 
Department during the year under report. Tho headquarters of the State 
have well-equipped male and female hospitals. There arc sufficient arrange- 
ments for pardah for women attending the female hospital. 

There is a dispensary at each of the parganas under a qualified Sub- 
assistant Surgeon. 

Tho Stato Surgeon visits each of the pargana Dispensaries in the course 
of the year and reports on the work done. 

Details of the work done by tho hospitals and dispensaries arc given in 
appendices XXIII & XXIII-A. 

It is to be noted that the pargana dispensaries do not accommodate in-door 
patientB, beds oro provided for such patients at the two head-quarter hos- 
pitals only, it will be observed that in all 79,991 in-door pationts were trea- 
ted in the sadar hospital and the pargana diepansaiiee; and that 140 in-door 
patients were treated during the same period. 11,046 out-door potunfs 
and 106 in-door patients were treated at the Walter Female H ospilel in 
the eoarea of the year. Tho amount spent on tho Sadar Hospital and par- 
gana dispensaries was Its. 22643/15/4 and the expenditure oi Walter Fin.nl 
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Hospital was Hs. 7 , 46317 ( 4 ? • T * * * : . - { *. ■ 

Vaccinators are maintained at the head- quarters and in each of the per- 
ganas. ’ ' . ■ 

The number of children vaccinated during the year was 5,158 (2,950 
males and 2,208 famales) as compared with 5,664 (3,140 males and 2,476 
females) during the last year. In 4 13 instances only was vaccination un- 
successful. Xt is satisfactory to note that there was no epidemic in ' the 
State during the year and the health of the people was on the whole Satis- 
factory. : 

Jails? 

The number of the jails in the State' underwent no change during the 
year. The daily average of prisoners in each of the five State jails during 
the last three years is as under:—

The health of the prisoners was generally good.- : One prisoner died" of 
fever in the Pirawa jail. ' • 

Their Highnesses Nawab Khaliluzzamani Begum Salieba, Nawab Jamil- 
uzzamani Begum Saheba and dtherij ^generously sent food, on several * occa- 
sions, for the convicts in the Tonk Central Jail. The Jail manufactures 
command a ready market in India and Europe. . 

The cash balance in the Central Jail at Tonk on the 31sfc October 1925 
wasBs 3,298/-/9. The sale proceeds of the Jail manufactures during the 
year under report amounted to Bs 7,581/13/3. Thus swelling the total to 
Bs 10,882/15 /-. Out of this lls- 8,018/2/9 were spent on jails industries for 
raw material during the year, leaving *a cash balance of Bs 2834/12/3 and 
materials in hand to the value of R.s 351/1 3/9 at the end of the year. A. sum 
of Ra. 8682/10/6 on account of jail manufactures sent to England remains to 
"be recovered from Messrs Einlinson of London who have now gone bankrupt 
Besides Us. 381/3/- i'n Favour of this jail 'are in deposit \jdtk. jMhssrs. Thos. 
Cook and Soils ‘supplying Agfenfey Bombay. - A-Supijpf, Rs. 1678/5/3 was paid 
into the State Treasury as income from the pargana jail industries. 

Sahibzada Abdul Basit Khan worked as Superintendent jails during the

Aden frustration — The Education Department of this State continued as 
one of the department under til * control of the Judicial Member; the inter- 
mediary hitherto acting between the Judicial Member and the Head Master 
being abolished. The 1J end Master of the Darbar High School now* deals 
directly with the Judicial Member. With the exception of a period of live 
months, when lie was on lcavo M. Xurul Hassau, .33 A. B. T , routined ns 
Hend Master of the Darbar High School. During this period he obtained 
liis degree of B. 1\ from the Aligarh Muslim University.

Staff of t ha Durbar High School. 

The Staff of the School is competent to instruct up to l the middle class 
in geography and up to the 10th class in mathematics, history, and langua- 
ges, also religious subjects. But instructors arc required iu science, drawing 
gcog raliy for tho higher lasses, object lessons and in drill and gymnastics. 

U diversity Exa m motion. 

Seven candidates were sent up for High School Examination. All failed. 
A result not crcdi table to the School. - - 

Home examination. 

Progress in moat subjects in the Upper Primary, Lower Middle Upper 
Middle and High classes was unsatisfactory; and at tho annual examination 
the results wore not good only 81 hoys out of 188 passing. 

The Syllabus, 

There was but slight alteration in tho syllabus this year. There wrs how- 
ever a notable change in tho syMteni of iustruotion; the United Provinces 
Board of Education permitted candidates in the examinations to answer iu 
.Urdu their papers in history, gcograpoy, Porsion and Urdu, instead of iu 
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English ss heretofore. This allowed instructions to be given in these sub- j 
jects in Urdu to the higher classes which was an advantage to the students. 

Religious instructions. 

Religious instructions were given to Mohommedans from the Lower Pri- 
mary to the higher classes, and religious observances were enjoined on all Mo- 
hommedans. Hindu boys were taught Hindi in lim of religious instructions. 

Physical instructions. 

Drill and gymnastics in the absence of a qualified instructor, could not 
lie taught but football, hockey, cricket and tennis were played. The space, 
however, for these games is very restricted, it is hoped to be able to remedy 
this shortly by the acquisition of a piece of ground adjacent to the play- 
ground. 


JEclucalional Apparatus . 

Only bare necessities under this head are provided and renewal of most 
of the article is called for. Requirements for instructions in some of the 
subjects taught in the School such as Geography should also be provided 
when funds permit. Apparatus for the teaching of science, purchased about 
six years ago, are lying unused as this subject is not taught in tho School 
for want of instructor. 

The. Library. 

There are 1,153 books in the School Library. The annual provision 
under this head in the School budget is Rs 100; the addition to the School 
Library are, therefore, not very large each year. 

Purmture.

It is regrettable that want of funds prevents the building being kept in 
repair and properly whitewashed. It is higly necessary that the surroun- 
dings of the school boys should be cleaned and sanitary in irder to inure 
them to cleanliness Dirty surroundings will rarely help to turn out clean 
and healthy boys.
